I appealed to the present State Tax Commis- 


sioners and they made a reduction, but in the judgment 
of my attorneys their reduction was not enough and I 
have appealed my case to the Courts. 


I have done the same as hundreds of other people 


have dr le for years, and as the man who is trying to 
cause my defeat is now doing in the Courts. In my 
case the City and County can lose nothing and will re- 
ceive e\ery cent, with interest, of what is rightfully 
and ley illy due, and I will leave to the public if the 
p/operl1 is not good for it.

The records 
will show that I have expended less money for roads and bridges in my 
district since acting as Commissioner than has been expended in any other 
district. 


The roads in my district are good. The worst roads in Burleigh 


County will compare favorably with the street' of Bismarck after

which points are in the city limits. The road .from the pavement on Main' 
Street to the Penitentiary, which is in the city limits, was an eyesore and a 
disgrace for years until taken in charge by myself and put in the condition 
it is at present. 


It is true that some roads in the county have not been kept in first class 


condition owing to the continual dry weather and because labor-could not 
be secured. The County Commissioners have desired to give as much 
employment on the roads as possible to the individual farmers, and the 
Board has been limited in the amount that could be expended, the 
appropriation for 3,300 miles of road being Forty-five Thousand Dollars 
per year to keep in repair these roads and provide for the making of new 
roads.

There have been comments regarding the roads around the Patterson 


farm. I furnished the gravel for those roads without charge to the County 
and furnished more than half of the labor at my own expense, and the farms of 
Yegen, Wachter, Thompson, Griffin and others received the same benefit of 
my donation, and I will guarantee that, while I am on the Board, if anyone 
will furnish the gravel and half of the labor, as I did, I will build them as 
good roads as there are around the Patterson farm. 


I am a large taxpayer in Bismarck and Burleigh County and it is 


certainly to my interest to keep the taxes low, both on city and county 
puopertiy. Your support will be deeply appreciated.

Why hasn't the present Industrial Commission, consisting of Governor 


Nestos, Attorney General Johnson and Commissioner of Agricultural and 
Labor Kitchen done something toward putting this law into effect in order 
to relieve the consumers of the Hughes Electric Company from the exor- 
bitant rates now being charged them? It has been shown before the Rail- 
road Commission that the Hughes Electric Company have exacted from 
our citizens more than §42,000.00 in the past year in excess of what it is 
entitled to, yet the Industrial Commission sits idly by and permits the 
citizens of this city to be mulcted when it has a plain and speedy remedy 
to correct the evil. 


Why has the present I. V. A. Board of Administration had the new 


Memorial Building wired by the Hughes Electric Company? Why are they 
buying electricity from the Hughes Electric Company when they have 
their own plant furnishing light and power for .the Capitol Building and 
the Street Car line? 


The City of Bismarck is in need of better street lighting service. Its 


streets at night resemble the City 'of the Dead. The road to the bridge and 
the beautiful new bridge itself requires proper lighting.
